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Law holds Native ceremony

Chanting ancient words 
of healing to the 
rhythm of their 
Shulmuxstes 
rattles, Cowichan 
band member 
Esther Bear and 
her son Andrew 
Canute walked 
slowly through the 
lobby of the law 
building Oct. 4, 
covering a short 
distance but making a 
great journey. Their presence 
signified the long road to official 
recognition by UVic’s law 
school of the legal system that 
preceded the one taught in law 
school’s lecture halls. 

“There was a legal system in 
place before contact,” said Dean 
of Law David Cohen at the 
ceremony to mark the installa¬ 
tion of a carving by Charles 
Elliott and a blanket by weaver 
Philomena Pagaduan. Cohen 


reminded those in 
attendance that the 
law taught in the 
school is from 
the same 
system that 
oppressed 
/ Aboriginal 
people in the 
Vtime of the 
building’s 
namesake, Judge 
Matthew Begbie. 
“This ceremony 
is part of the process of healing 
and to remind students of how 
much work is still to be done.” 

Dr. Samuel Sam, represent¬ 
ing the Coast Salish people, 
welcomed all in attendance to 
the original village site of 
Thuleescha. Chief Adam Dick, 
accompanied by Kwagiulth 
representatives, performed 
songs and offered prayers from 
pre-contact times to promote 
healing and strength. 


The symbolism of resiliency, 
hope and healing was main¬ 
tained in the two works now on 
display in the lobby of the law 
school. The spindle whorl, 
which represents male energy, is 
a much larger version of those 
once used extensively to spin 
wool and is carved with images 
of a beaver. 

“The beaver signifies healing 
and building powers,” said 
Elliott. “Other creatures benefit 
from what the beaver provides. It 
creates a climate for survival. 

The bottom figure is a frog 
which stands for the beginning 
of a new cycle.” 

The director of the law 
school’s academic and cultural 
support program, Heather 
Raven, spoke about the blanket. 
“The white colour is symbolic of 
purity and of women’s energy. 
The chevron pattern signifies 
thunder and gives the wearer 
strength and protection.”

The ceremony was designed 
to signify the meeting of Van¬ 
couver Island’s two traditional 
Aboriginal communities with the 
legal community to “open the 


way” to a united focus—where 
the law that is taught benefits all 
people no matter what their 
ancestral or spiritual back¬ 
ground.

Generous donations made to CSRS 


The Centre for Studies in Religion 
and Society has received a total of 
$384,000 in donations from the 
Anglican Diocese of B.C. and 
local businessperson Allen 
Vanderkeikhove. In a special 
presentation Oct 15, Bishop 
Barry Jenks of Christ Church 
Cathedral pledged $272,000 
toward the Centre over the next 
three years and Vandekerkhove, 
who made the original $1 million 
donation to establish the Centre, 
announced that he would match 
the Diocese’s first installment with 
a $112,000 contribution. Dr. 

Penny Codding, UVic’s vice 
president academic and provost, 
and Dr. Harold Coward, director 
of the Centre, accepted the 
cheques on behalf of the univer¬ 
sity. 

“Funding for the Centre has 
been provided by individuals and 
religious institutions within 
Victoria, including the Roman 
Catholic and United churches 
and the Hindu and Sikh commu¬ 
nities. It is a great pleasure to 
have the Anglican church join the 
list of our financial supporters,” 
says Coward. 

“AllenVandekerkhove has 
been a champion of the Centre 
since its inception. His latest 
contribution will allow us to 
expand our programs even 
further into the community.” 

The donations will establish 
the John Albert Hall Lecture 
series, bringing religious scholars 
to UVic from around the world 
for public lectures. It will also 
provide endowment funds for the 
operation of the Centre and 
purchase religious books for the 
University library. The books 


will be available to readers from 
the community as well as 
students and faculty. 

“I am very pleased with the 
partnership between the Univer¬ 
sity of Victoria and the Diocese 
of British Columbia that has 
been established by this gift. It 
will strengthen the work of both 
institutions,” says Father John 
Lancaster of the Anglican 
Diocese. 

“My family is pleased to 
continue our support of the 
Centre,” says Vandekerkhove. 
“By increasing understanding 
and mutual respect among all 
religions, work like that done at 
the Centre can help make the 


world a better place.” 

Vandekerkhove was named an 
Honorary Patron of UVic earlier 
this year in recognition of his 
active support for the Centre. 

The Centre for Studies in 
Religion and Society was 
established in 1991 to foster the 
scholarly study of religion in 
relation to the sciences, ethics, 
social and economic develop¬ 
ment and other aspects of 
culture, and to promote interfaith 
understanding. In doing this, it 
builds bridges of understanding 
between religion and other 
academic disciplines, the various 
world religions and between 
scholars and lay-people. 


UVic signs with PEA 

Nearly a year of negotiations bore fruit Oct. 16 when representatives 
of the University and the UVic chapter of the Professional Employees 
Association signed a first collective agreement.

Twenty years ago, 58 UVic chemistry and physics students embarked 
on an educational experiment that has since blossomed into Canada’s 
third-largest university-based co-operative education program. Over 
the ensuing years, nearly 19,000 UVic students have participated in 
co-op, in which students alternate classroom study with paid work- 
terms in jobs related to their studies. Last year alone, nearly 2,500

Referring to one of UVic’s 
mottoes “A multitude of the wise 
is the health of the world,” Strong 
said that “this multitude of 
students doing all these things 
beyond their studies contributes to 
the health of the community.” 

Vice-President Academic and 
Provost Dr. Penny Codding called 
the Blue and Gold Circle awards, 
“a wonderful opportunity to 
celebrate the achievements of 
these students.” 

The awards honour students 
who maintain high academic 
standing while volunteering with 
community groups or participat¬ 
ing in sports and fine arts.

technological edge

Rocky Mountain Bicycles are 
considered to be among the best 
in the world. Soon, they’ll be 
even better thanks to new 
technology developed by 
UVic’s Department of Mechani¬ 
cal Engineering for the Delta, 
B.C.-based company. A new 
testing lab, installed in a facility 
the company built expressly for 
the new equipment, will ensure 
Rocky Mountain’s Race Face 
components not only exceed 
existing industry standards but 
meet the higher levels of 
performance and durability 
developed by Rocky Mountain 
in the lab. 

Rocky Mountain’s new 
testing lab gives the company a 
technological advantage over all 
other Canadian bicycle manu¬ 
facturers. In developing the 
technology for the lab, UVic 
faculty and students discovered 
that pre-existing standards for 
testing bike components were 
set for casual users, not the 
rigorous requirements of elite, 
competitive mountain bikers. 
Through the development of 
StressNet (formerly called 
BikeNet), a network of small, 
postage-stamp sized computers 
mounted next to gauges in¬ 
stalled at stress points on a bike, 
researchers were able to 
measure fatigue and impact 
more accurately under the 
extreme conditions facing 
racers. These data were then 
used to design the new test 
equipment.

results that once required weeks 
now only take days. 

“The benefits of this testing 
lab to Rocky Mountain Bicycles 
and Race Face Components are 
immense,” says Bryn Johnson, 
product designer with Race 
Face. “By simulating actual ‘in 
the field’ conditions in our lab, 
we will be able to predict how 
our products will behave after 
months, or years, of actual use 
under the most extreme condi¬ 
tions.” 

The lab will be used to test 
Race Face handlebars, head sets, 
handlebar stems, bottom 
brackets, cranks and seat posts. 
These components are used in 
bikes selling in the $1,600 to 
$4,000 price range. Rocky 
Mountain’s clientele includes 
medal-winning racers in North 
America, Asia and Europe. 

The connection between 
UVic students and Rocky 
Mountain is continuing. Me¬ 
chanical Engineering graduate 
Karl Nordstrom was hired by 
the company as a testing 
engineer. A UVic graduate 
student, Mark Ellens, is doing 
contract work for the company. 

“We’ve made a difference in 
the ability of this B.C. company 
to do research,” says Dr. Ged 
McLean (Mechanical Engineer¬ 
ing) who worked with Dr. Peter 
Wild (Mechanical Engineering), 
Ellens and Nordstrom on the 
eight-month lab project. “Rocky 
Mountain was willing to make a 
substantial investment in our 
research abilities because it is 
committed to doing its own 
product testing.”

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STEPS continues to help elderly 


Barnes named to Order of Canada 

Dr. Chris Barnes, director of the UVic Centre for Earth and 
Ocean Research^ will join 71 distinguished Canadians at Rideau 
Hall this autumn to be invested with the Order of Canada. The 
56-year-old paleontologist is recognized as a <( scientisty professor 
and research leader whose achievements have given Canada a 
unique edge in the field of earth scienceRenowned for his 
study of ancient oceans, he established the leading school in 
ground water geology in North America at the University of 
Waterloo and Canada's largest earth sciences department at 
Memorial University. Under his direction UVic’s School became 
the first in Canada to combine earth and ocean sciences in one 
program and focus on earth system science.

N ow that they know how 
big a problem falls 
among the elderly are, 
Dr. Elaine Gallagher (Nursing) 
and Vicky Scott (Nursing) have 
taken their STEPS program one 
step further. STEPS, or the 
Seniors Task Force for Environ¬ 
ments which Promote Safety, a 
nine-month project completed 
last year, successfully tracked 
nearly 800 slips, trips, falls and 
hazardous conditions through a 
telephone hotline. The study 
concluded that most of the 
problems were caused by 
uneven and slippery surfaces 
and obstacles on walkways. 

Based on the results of the 
study, Gallagher and Scott have 
produced Canada’s first guide to 
help municipalities reduce the 
threat to seniors and people with 
disabilities from injuries due to 
falls. Taking Steps , is intended for 
city planners, risk managers, 
traffic engineers, and architects 
who design public places. The 
hands-on guide, which offers 
practical solutions that have been 
successful in communities across 
North America and Europe, cites 
exposed tree roots, faulty 
sidewalks and bad stair design as 
just a few examples of situations 
which can lead to injuries. 

“Litde has been written 
about this huge problem, yet one 
in three older Canadians will 
fall this year and many will 
sustain injuries. Falls are now 
the sixth leading cause of death 
in Canada and account for 90

per cent of all hip fractures and 
40 per cent of admissions to 
nursing homes,” says Gallagher, 
who has just received an 
additional $75,000 grant to hold 
STEPS workshops around the 
province. 

Related costs are also 
skyrocketing and Canadian 
taxpayers will pay about $3.5 
billion this year to treat falls, up 
$2 billion from a decade ago. 
With the population aging and 
more elderly people living 
outside institutions, she warns 
that something must be done to 
head-off what could become a 
massive public expense. Public 
education is one way she hopes 
to deal with the problem. 

Gallagher and Scott, have 


also produced a 25-minute 
video, Stepping Out , which 
investigates the kind of hazards 
that contribute to falls and 
describes what actions a 
concerned pedestrian can take 
to remedy the situation. The 
video is targeted at consumer 
groups, professionals and 
community members concerned 
with public safety. 

The guide and the video 
were funded by a $85,000 grant 
from Health Canada’s New 
Horizon—Partners in Aging 
program. They are available 
from UVic’s School of Nursing 
for $39.00 plus $6.00 shipping 
for the video and $15 for the 
manual.

Strange that a university which prides itself on its environmental ethics should so foul its 
own nest! As usual, ‘environment’ is somewhere-else. Any chance of democracy or more 
consideration from other rulers in the next millennium?

Prof. Charles Daniels’ letter on employment equity (The Ring, October 4,1996) adds to the 
widespread confusion surrounding the topic. It erroneously suggests that quotas put in place 
specifically for the purpose of restricting access by a targeted group, in his example quotas 
aiming to keep Jews out of universities, perform the same function as affirmative action 
programmes put in place specifically for the purpose of increasing access by a targeted 
group. 

As a Jewish woman, I detest seeing the persecution of Jews used as a means of furthering 
the exclusion of women and other targeted groups whose presence in the university has had 
to be fought for. If Professor Daniels has objections to affirmative action, let him argue his 
case on its own merits, whatever those might be, rather than dragging in unrelated instances 
of antisemitism. 

The point of affirmative action programmes is not to consolidate the privilege of those 
already at the top of the heap, as with exclusionary quotas, but to open the gates to those who 
have been artificially shut out by systemic discrimination. It doesn’t seem to me to be such 
a difficult point to grasp. I can only assume Dr. Daniels’ objections to affirmative action are 
political, not intellectual.

Editor: 

The letter fromProf. Daniels re: “Employment Equity: What You Need to Know”, notes that 
this guide contains “much of interest and value concerning discrimination in hiring”. 
However, Prof. Daniels raises some concerns that I would like to take the opportunity to 
clarify. 

In the area of hiring, committing to an employment equity program means taking steps 
to ensure that bias, albeit inadvertent or unintentional, does not enter into hiring decisions, 
and that criteria used for selection focus on “merit” defined in terms of ability to successfully 
meet the requirements of the position. That is a noble cause, because we all know that the 
concept of “merit” in hiring is not always straightforward and that various irrelevant and 
discriminatory factors may influence decisions to hire. But how do we measure the success 
of change? We need indicators to show that we are on the right track. If we are concerned 
that the hiring process may have discriminated against members of particular, identifiable 
groups, then one indicator that the hiring process no longer discriminates is that the numbers 
of employees from those groups have increased. If on the other hand, we do not see any 
increase in numbers, that suggests we still need to ask questions: Are there informal 
practices or procedures that unnecessarily disadvantage members of our target groups? Are 
we getting applications from qualified members of these groups? Are our criteria unneces¬ 
sarily restrictive? Finding the answers helps define further activity in the goal of removing 
barriers to equal opportunity. Numbers, therefore, are indicators. 

Comparing current representation figures at UVic with an external “representative 
workforce” of qualified individuals is not setting a quota. A quota, as Prof. Daniels rightly 
points out, tends to limit participation. It becomes a ceiling and a way to keep people OUT. 

In contrast, an employment equity goal is based on a representation that we should expect ] 
to see if our policies and practices are operating fairly and without bias. Rather than 
screening people out, we are examining our policies and procedures to ensure that we draw 
qualified IN. We don’t stop being fair in the way we do things just because we may reach 
a representative number. 

Employment equity programs exist because - at least in the past, as Dr. Daniels has 
pointed out - discrimination occurred. Some people were denied jobs not because of a lack 
of qualifications but because of their race or gender or religion, etc. The main aim of 
employment equity programs is to proactively ensure that this no longer happens; a second 
aim is to try and remedy the effects of past discrimination. That is where the notion of limited 
or preferential hiring arises. These are not meant to be long-term measures, nor even first- 
choice measures. As the guide points out, this is a “special measure” that is permitted when 
little change is happening, to help reach that critical mass of participation that adds cultural 
richness by broadening instructional, curricular, and research efforts. No-one who is 
unqualified is hired. 

Does this guarantee that these efforts will result in a workplace that is “society-at-large 
writ small”? No, but these efforts should result in a good indication both to our student body 
and to the community that the quality and high standards in our workplace are not the 
exclusive domain of a particular group.
